Realme, but alſo without, where it was much more violente

State, oꝛ Country, but he gaue ſome notable fozewarning 
therofby ſome dꝛeadfull wonder. 

To let paſſe the examples of foꝛraine Nations, which are 
many and terrible:what plagues, peſtilences, famins,dyl- 
eaſes,tempeſts, ouerflowing of waters bath ſalt and freſh, 
and a number of other moſte pꝛadigeous tokens happened 
ſucceſſiuely long time togither, befoze the diſplacing of the 
Bꝛitons by the hands of our aunceſtoꝛs, foꝛ their neglecting 
of Gods wozd pꝛeached and planted many hundzed peares 
among them A. ikewiſe, what great warnings did G D 
gine to our foꝛscfathers, in diuerſe P2incesxeignes , befoze: 
the alteration of the State, both by the Danes, and alſo by 
William the Conqueroz: Againe,euen in theſe our dayes,: 
how manifeſtly hath God thzeatned, and ſtil doth thꝛeaten 
our contept of his holie Religion, and our ſecuritie « ſound 
ffeping in ſinne, ſhewing vs enident tokens: of his iuſt dil⸗ 
pleaſure nere at hande; both abꝛoade and at home. 

J will nat ſpeake of the great ciuill Marres, no2 of the 
hozrible and vnnaturall maſſacres af god men, betrayde; 
vnder the holpeſt pꝛetences, whiche haue bin of late yearcs 
in the Countryes hoꝛdering vpan vs:bitauſe ſuch dealings 
being nleaſaunt to ſuche as ſeeke blonde, are taken foꝛ no 
wonders.

Me haue ſignes and tokens pnow at home, if we can bie 
them to our beneũte. 

M hat ſhall we ſay to the ſoꝛe Famine whiche happened 
in the time of our late ſoueraigne Ladye Queene Marye, 
which was ſo great, that men were fayne to make bꝛeade of 
Acoznes , and ſode of Ferne rotes o2 to the perticular 
Earthquake, in the time of our moſt gracious ſoueraigne 
Ladye that nowe is, which tranſpoſed the boundes of mens 
grounds, and turned a Church to the cleane contrarie ſitu⸗ 
ation: oꝛ to the monſtrous birthes both of Childzen 4 Cat⸗ 
tel? oꝛ to the vnſeaſonableneſſe of the ſeaſons ol ſome pears, 
altering / after a ſoꝛt) Sommer into Winter, and Winter 
into Sommer: 92 to the wonderfull newe Starre fo long 
time fired in Heauen : o2 to the ſtraunge appearings ot 
Comets, the often Eclipſes of Sunne and Sone, the great 
and ſtraunge faſtnioned lightes ſerne in the firmamente in 
the night times, the ſodaine falling, and uvnwonted abiding 
of vnmeaſurable abundaunte of Snowe, the exteſſiue and 
vntimelp raines and ouerflowing of waters, the greatneſſe 
and ſharpe continnaunce of ſdꝛe froſtes, and -manye other 
ſuche wonderfull things, one following. in anothers 
necke ? Shall we faye that none of theſe alſo do con- 
terne vs -* 02 rather moꝛe truelpe , that bycauſe 
cher ber gone and paſte (Oh ouer⸗greate ſecuritie and 

E. iti. blindneſſs 
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-blindneffe ofhearte) we haue cleane foꝛgotten them, oꝛ at 
leaſt wiſe make no greate accompte of them, accoꝛding our 
common Pꝛouerb, that a wonder laſteth with vs but nine 
dayes, 

Therefoze, leaſt we ſhould wanteyther p2ofe of the cer⸗ 
taintie of Gods irreuocable iudgemẽts, oꝛ argument of his 
continuall mercifull dealing towards vs, oꝛ matter wheres 
with to tonuict vs of our exceſſiue vnthankfulneſle:behold, 
he ſendeth vs nowe laſtely this Earthquake thatbefell the 
ſirt day ofthis Month, not ſo hurtful in pꝛeſent operation, 
as terrible in ſignification ofthings to come. Foz the tryed 

experience ofal ages techeth vs, ⁊ the wꝛytings ofthe wiſe 
and learned (ſpecially ofholy Scripture) do aſſuredly wit⸗ 
nelle vnto vs, that ſuch tokens are infallible fozewarnings 
of Gods ſoꝛe diſpleaſure foꝛ ſinne, and of his iuſte plagues 
loꝛ the ſame, where amendment of life enſueth not. ; 

And althoughe there be peraduenture ſome, whiche (to 
kepe themſelues and others from the due loking back info 
the time earſt miſſpent, and to foade thenyfill i in the vani⸗ 
ties of this woꝛlde, leaſte they ſhoulde ſee their owne wꝛet⸗ 
chedneſſe, and ſteke to ſhunne Gods vengeaunce at hande) 
will not ſticke to deface the apparant woꝛking of Cod, by 

aſcribing this miracle to ſome oꝛdinarie tauſes in Nature: 
Pet notwithſtandyng, to the godly and wel diſpoſed whych 
loke aduiſedly into the matter, pondering the manner of 
this Earthquake thꝛoughly, and conſidering the manner

had riſen of ſuch cauſes, it could not haue bin ſo vniuerſall, 
hytauſe there are many places in this Realme, which by re⸗ 
fon of their ſubſtancial ſoundnefſe and maſſie firmenefſe,are 
not to be pierced by any windes from without, noꝛ haue a⸗ 
ny hollowneſſe wherein to conceiue and bꝛeede any ſuche a- 
boundannce of Mapoꝛs, ſpecially in plates far diſtant from 
the Sea, oꝛ fromRiuers,mo2es,marilhes,fennes,o7 light 
and open ſoples. 

Neyther could i haue bene in ſo many places pniuertally 
at one inſtant both by ſea and land. Foz the ſtriuing thereof 
within the grounde, taking his beginning at ſome certaine 
plate, and p2oceeding fozward to get a vent, would haue re⸗ 
quiredſome ſpace ot tune to haue attained to ſo manpe pla⸗ 
ces fo farre off, oꝛ elſe haue bꝛoken oute with greate furie 
in ſome plate that had bin weakeſt. 

Againe, wheras in Earthquakes that pꝛoccde of natural 
cauſes, certain ſignes and tokens are repoꝛted to go befoze 
them, as, a tempeſtuous woꝛking and raging ofthe ſea, the 
weather being faire, temperate and vnwindie, calmeneſſe 
ofthe ayze matched with great cold: dimneſſe ofthe Sunne 
fo2 certaine dayes aloꝛe: long and thinne ſtrakes of Clouds 
appearing after the ſetting of the un, and the weather be⸗ 
ing otherwiſe cleere: the troublednefſe of water euen in the 
derpeſt welles, peelding mozeoner an infected and ſtinking 
ſauour: and laſtlp, great and terrible ſoundes in the earth, 
like the noyſe ofgronings oꝛ thunderings, as wel afoꝛe as 
after the quaking: Me finde not that anye ſuch fozetoken 
happened againlt the comming of this Earthquake. And 
therefoze we maye well conclude (though there were none 
other reaſon to moue vs) that this miracle pꝛoceeded not 
ofthe courſe ol anÞnaturall cauſes, but of Gods onelp de- . 


terminate purpoſe, who maketh euen the very 9 
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and pillers of the earth to ſhake, themonntapnes fo melte 
like Ware, and the ſcas to dꝛy vp, and to become as a dzye 
ſtelde, when he liſteth to ſhewe the greateneſffe ofhys gloꝛi⸗ 
ous power, in vttering his heaup diſpleafure againſt ſinne.

Therfo2e while we haue reſpite, and while it is called to 
dap, let vs not harden our harts as in the pꝛouocation, and 
as in the dap of Temptation in the wilderneſſe, but let vs 
hearken to his voyce, and ſoꝛſaking the luſtes and the wic⸗ 
ked imaginations and denices of our owne hartes, let vs 
turne to the Loꝛd our God with hartie repentance and vn⸗ 
feined amedment of life, lcaſt ( beſide other meaner plagues 
both of bodie and mind) our Candleſticke bs remoued, our 
light quenched, Chꝛiſts Goſpel taken from vs, and we foz
